ARROYO BOARD 

MAKES REPORT 

Efforts to Exclude Rock 
Crushers Reviewed 


Building of Flood Control 
Channel Explained — 


Beautification of Area Urged 
Strongly 


Councilman Robert M. Allen, 
chairman of the City Council's 
Public Welfare Committee, re- 
ceived from the City Planning 
Commission yesterday a copy of 
the report of the commission's spe- 


vestigating conditions in the Ar- 
royo Seco. 

Special reference is made in the 
report to the ultimate exclusion of 
all rock crushers from the Arroyo, 
the building of a _  fiood-control 
channel to protect the bed and 
banks of the Los Angeles River, so 
that the Los Angeles-Pasadena 
scenic highway can be built quick- 
ly, and the immediate beautifica- 
tion of that area. 

The commission's ecial com- 
mittee consisted of . D. Noel, 
chairman, and Ruth McClintock, 
Lyman Farwell and Cora D. Lewis. 
The committee's report said: 

“In conjunction with several 
other organization we have aided 
in several projects which, it is to be 
hoped, are the beginning of the end 
of the vandalism that has so nearly 
ruined the Arroyo. 

“With the Dayton-avenue Asso- 
ciation and the City Attorney, we 
have aided in the signing of a con- 
tract between the city and the 
rock-crusher interests operating 
between the Avenue 86 bridge and 
the Avenue 26 bridge which will 
eliminate the latter not later than 
the end of the year. 


CRUSHER BONDED . 

“Through the efforts of the Ar 
royo Seco Association and our in- 
dividual backing the rock crusher 
near Sycamore Grove Park has 
given a large bond to assure its 
vacating of the Urroyo by the end 
of June of this year, 4nd the own- 
ers ere under a suspended sentence 
of two months as en additional 
pledge. 

“Outside of these somewhat neg- 
ative results, an actual, concrete 
start has been made to acquire the 
bed of the Arroyo by the city 
through the initiative of the 
Greater Highland Park Associa- 
tion, ably essisted by Councilman 
Allen, Mr. Whitnall, City Attorney 
Stephens and City Engireer Griffin. 
This was done through a contract 
between Mr. De Wolfe and the city 
by which the former deeds to the 
latter, free of charge, a strip of 
land 100 feet wide in the channel 
of the Arroyo and an additional 
fifty feet on each aide for boule- 
vard purposes, of an approximate 
length of a mile, running from 
about Avenue 57 north to the 
Santa Fe bridge. WhHe the donor 
is to be allowed to operate a rock 
crusher for a pertod not to exceed 
eighteen months, for the purpose 
vor obtaining the material from the 
100-foot strip and to built the re- 
taining walls (free,) we consider

If this can be accom- 
plished there will not be a very 
large amount of land “to be ac- 
quired hy the city by purchase or 
condemnation. Thus, one of this 
commission’s projects, the Arroyo 
Seco flood control, parkway and 
boulevard scheme, seems in a fair 
way of being realized. 

“In addition to the actual 260- 
foot-wide stripe, it is very much 
to be desired that various adjoin- 
ine small pi of acreage be se- 
cured for ‘tore purposes. The 
Highland Park people are endeav- 
oring to form an assessment dis- 
trict to secure a beautiful twenty- 
two-acre piece abvtting upon the 
strip mentioned above. The city 
could tie up very easily many of 
these pieces by a small payment 
down.” |
